This decision is in response to the petition to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181 filed January 26, 2006. 

The petition is hereby DISMISSED .

This application became abandoned July 28, 2005 for failure to 
timely submit a proper reply to the Notice of Allowability 
("Notice") mailed April 27, 2005. The Notice set a three month 
statutory period of time for reply. Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed October 19, 2005. 

Petitioner argues that a response to the Office Action was mailed 
to the USPTO on July 14, 2005 and has provided a copy of a return 
postcard dated stamped July 19, 2005 by the USPTO acknowledging 
receipt of an issue fee transmittal. 

Petitioner is advised that while the issue fee was timely 
submitted, new formal drawings, as required by the Notice were not. 
Accordingly, the instant application became abandoned for failure 
to timely submit new formal drawings as required by the Notice. As 
the copy of the return postcard does not reference the enclosure of 
new formal drawings, petitioners have failed to establish that a 
proper response to the Notice was timely submitted. 

Any renewed petition must established that new formal drawings were 
timely submitted on or before July 27, 2005, as required by the 
Notice.
